Baby Footprints 
at Infant Home 
à Bar to Mixups 
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Every little baby who first sees this 
Strange new world of every day in Chi- 
cago Lying-In hospital, Vincennes ave- 
nue and Fiftieth street, may feel safe 
that he will always be known as himself 
and no other. Though he be twin, or 
triplet even, he need never fear con- 
fusion of identity. In the first hour of 
his life he marks scientifically a definite 
footprint on the sands of time. 

The Chicago Lying-In hospital has al- 
ways taken unusual precautions against 
error in handling babies in the nursery 
and against possible substitution of one 
child for another. Every mother there 
knows that from the moment of birth her 
baby is marked by a tape tied on the 
wrist bearing the same number which she 
wears similarly.

Mother Has Triple Proof.

Estimates for the department of com- 
merce will show an increase over last 
year's total, $16,774,000, if they are agreed 
upon in the form now before Secretary 
Redfield. The increase is to be used ip 
extending the foreign trade extension. 

The estimates for the postoffice depart- 
ment will be slightly abeve the $299,000,- 
000 estimated for the present year. The 
increase is credited to the automatic pro- 
motions of carriers and clerks provided 
for by congress, increased pay for railway 
transportation in the middle states as a 
result of the new weighing statistics, and 
the natural growth of the system.

“It is because they believe in efficiency 
out here.“ remarked City Attorney Fran- 
eis. The saloon is one * the biggest 
enemies of efletency.“
